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The Primary Culprit - BAg Business! 

The root cause for our economic difficulties, including for recessions and 
depressions, is capitalism* And the primary culprit is the monopoly section 
of big business* To the extent that the government, the officer holder, the 
press, organizations or individuals, are under the domination of and do the 
bidding of the monopoly dynasties, they must accept responsibility. for th^se 
policies. That fact must not be the smokescreen to hide the basic role of 
monopoly capital. And the tool of big business cannot pass the buck for the 
disastrous results which the people suffer because of those policies. 

En these days, tho spo&ss*Ti©n for big feusir&sss are wcrkissg ovost^s to 
place the blame on anyone or any place to cover up the real cause for the 
economic evils, the system of capitalism and the dominant role of the monopolies* 
They fear the math of the people and make minor concessions while loading 
their own purses. 

. Any objective observer of the economic advice which dominates the Kennedy 
program will see that the basic big business ideas prevail — as they did during 
the Eisenhower Administration. The variation is in the amount of secondary 
concessions. That role of monopoly capital — of Mg business as against 
labor and the people — must be exposed for all to see. 

Any program that wants to meet the economic problems now rising to the 
surface must necessarily be a reversal of the monopoly dominated policies, and 
give first consideration to the needs of the people* Unions and mass organisations 
cannot place the economic fate of their members in the hands of those whose 
service is primarily to big business* 

Programs and actions designed to protect the people's welfare from the 
ravages of a depression must be developed with a clear concept of the unscrupulous 
role of big business* Such a policy can win the most for the people against 
the will of the Chamber of Commerce, the Steel trust, the National Association 
of Manufacturers and the financial dymasties. 

,Any program against such a combination must also be bold and large-scale 
in character, a program worth winning, a program from the people* On this 
basis we submit the following for discussion and for action to meet the economic 
problems of the American people: 

1. For a 30~hour week with increased weekly pay. Enact labor's demand 
for the 35-hour week without reduction in weekly pay as the immediate step with 
the 30-hour week and increased pay as the objective within two years. 

2* Increase the minimum wage to $2.50 per hour* Extend application of 
minimum wage law to cover all workers, including migrant farm labor, service,

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On June 22* 23, and 24, 1962, there was a 
National Conference of the Communist Party, (CP), USA, 
held on the second floor of Academy Hall, 853 Broadway, 
New York City. 

The first session of the National Conference 
was called to order at about 8:30 p.m. by ELIZABETH GURLY 
FLYNN. PLYNN announced that this was a meeting to consider 
the defense of the Party and said that it was good to see so 
many faces together again* Following her opening remarks she 
introduced GZL II 'XL by name only. 

HALL spoke for approximately two hours on the subject 
of the defense of the Party and "moving forward". He opened 
his remarks with a discussion of the ultra right, his estimate 
of the goals of Senator GOLDU/.TER of Arizona and discussed the 
role of labor in the 1960*s. HALL was critical of labor 
for not moving out and being not aggressive in its field. He 
then went on to state he described as his "favorite subject, 
the Kennedy Administration". HALL said that he had been 
making charges against the administration since its beginning 
and indicated that it has not changed as a result of his 
criticism. He stated that the Party cannot give up or cease 
this criticism because the administration can be forced to 
change its attitude through pressure from the Party. HALL 
felt that the act of bringing the facts to the people would 
constitute pressure on the administration which would force 
it to change its views. HALL said that the Party was weak 
in not hitting the streets and pointing out to the people 
that the administration was not keeping its promises. 

HALL went on to discuss the point that he believed 
the Party was fearful of activity leading to the building 
of the Party. He said that there need be no fear primarily 
because the red-baiting that has been expressed in the past 
is not being done now. He said that he, BEN DAVIS and 
ELIZABETH PLYNN cannot accomplish Party building alone. He 
said that the rank and file of the Party must work. 
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HALL then asked "Who is the Party" and answered 
his own question by saying that the Party is the people 
in this room, the districts and all of the individual members'. 
He then counseled that Party members should stop trying to 
put the shoe on someone else's foot; that they should put it 
on themselves and wear it. 

HALL expressed confidence that the Party will 
be "built again" and also in the future of the Party and its 
programs. He called upon the Party to build defense 
connections in the districts saying that the fight for 
defense must go on together with Party programs which are 
peculiar to the various individual districts. 

At the conclusion of HALL's report, ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN took the floor and. said "You are excused until 
tomorrow until 10:00".

The Saturday (6/23/62) session of the conference 
was called to order at approximately 10:00 a.m. by ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN who made the recommendation that GEORGE MEYERS 
be made chairman. This recommendation was accepted and the 
meeting opened with a report by ROBERT THOMPSON who was 
introduced by MEYERS by name only. 

THOMPSON reported on the Party activity in 
relation to trade unions. He criticized trade unions for 
having stopped fighting for Negro rights. On the positive 
side THOMPSON stated that the main aim of the Party in 
connection with trade union work must be for shorter hours 
and more pay. 

Following THOMPSON'S report a short discussion 
was held which was followed by an almost identical report 
on trade union activity made by IRVING POTASH which was 
again followed by a period of discussion. 

The session broke for lunch from 1:00 to 2:00 p.m., 
after which the session reconvened, chaired by ROSCOE PROCTOR. 

The first report of the afternoon was made by 
DANNY RUBIN who discussed youth matters. RUBIN pointed to 
the youths present and said that membership in the youth 
field had tripled thus proving that the Party can be built. 
He said that the Party worked with Advance to bring youth 
closer to the Party. RUBIN recommended that Party youth 
work with the leadership in developing and carrying out 
its program. 
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A short discussion and a short break followed, 
the RUBIN report. 

Following the break CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported 
on "How do we rebuild our Party in the Negro community" . 
LIGHTFOOT stated that Negroes herein Joined the Party because 
of fear of the present attack on the Party and in addition 
because the Party has not fought for Negro rights as well as 
it should have in the past. He stated that the Party must 
prove that it is the leader in the fight for first class 
citizenship for the Negroes. 

LIGHTPOOT also announced that beginning in September, 
JAMES E. JACKSON JR., WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, BEN DAVIS, and he 
would be relieved of all Party assignment in order that they 
might visit Negro communities in all states and cities in an 
effort to bring Negro people into the Party. LIGHTPOOT 
advised that all districts should start working on this program 
now and that they should get Negro groups together and 
"We will do the rest" . LIGHTPOOT concluded his report by 
expressing his confidence that the Party can build its Negro 
members and said that the activity which has taken place in 
Chicago is a good example of this. 

Following LIGHTPOOT* s report there was a discussion 
until about 6:00 p.m. at which time the conference was 
adjourned until Sunday morning.

The conference reconvened at approximately 10:15 a.m. 
on Sunday, June 24, 1962. 
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Session was called to order by ROSCOE PROCTOR 
who announced that the chairman for the day would be CYRIL 



PHILIP introduced JAMES TORMEY as the Executive 
Secretary of the Davis-Hall Defense Committee. TORMEY 
reported on committee activity up-to-date. He said that 
they had received $10,000 of their $100,000 goal. He urged 
that defense committees be set up at the neighborhood level 
and stated that the fight for BEN DAVIS and GUS HALL is the 
fight for "all of us". TORMEY said that government prosecutions 
might reach any of the individual Party members. 

Following TORMEY' s remarks ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN 
was introduced as the chairman of the Davis-Hall Defense 
Committee. FLYNN said that she was sorry that she had not 
been included with HALL and DAVIS in the prosecutive action 
and that she felt that she might be to old and "might die on 
their hands". She said that it was an honor to be a chairman 
for the Davis-Hall Defense Committee and launched into a 
recitation of her travels particularly in California on behalf 
of ARCHIE BROVJNi In this connection she said she was going to 
Hawaii on behalf of the Party. 

FLYNN said that she was happy to see youth movement 
in the Party growing and smiled as she said that she had already 
picked her replacement from this group. She stressed the 
matter of building the Party particularly among Negroes and 
trade unionists and said that the Attorney General was "after" 
trade unions and other groups, not Just the Party. She expressed 
confidence in the growth of the CP. 

Following this MIMI FRIEDLANDER was introduced 
by name and discussed, there was a need for both the Davis- 
Hall Defense Committee and the Citizens Committee For Constitutional 
Liberties. She stated that both committees were heeded and 
that they would operate in their own sphere of activity and 
influences. She closed with a brief discussion of the support 
being given the Citizens Committee For Constitutional Liberties. 

Following this ARCHIE BROWN spoke criticizing the 
Party in regard to a letter which the Party had addressed to the 
Soviet Union and to the CP in Canada. 
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BROWN said that the wording of this letter vias 
incorrect. BROWN also said that he did not think it appropriate 
that the Paety has chosen the ultra right as a target and 
that in his opinion the ultra right does not amount to 
anything. He said that the Party can he built but it must 
work out a better way to build the Party under present 
pressure from the government. 

Following BROWN'S remarks BEN DAVIS spoke. DAVIS 
said that he did not agree with BROWN and that he felt that 
a matter of principal was involved and that the matter could 
be worked out. 

DAVIS, said that he felt that the youth in colleges 
are the key to the defense problem. He feels that the fact 
that the right of a Communist to give his view point has 
been established in many schools is a victory comparable 
to that gained by the Freedom Riders. He admitted that individuals 
in the audience which he addressed were not in total agreement 
with him, but he feels that the Party is winning by virtue 
of the fact that he has been permitted to speak at all. 

DAVIS discussed the Negro question previously 
and said that the meeting held on June 22, 1962, was one of 
the greatest meeting which the Party had recently had. HALL 
accepted LIGRTFOOT's proposal to travel and to gain Negro 
Party members, but said that the Party had not fully extended 
itself in the fight for Negro rights. DAVIS closed with an 
expression of confidence in the Party and in the present 
meeting. 

Following a break, GUS HALL summarized the entire 
conference, speaking for about one and a half hours. 

HALL said that the criticism raised by ARCHIE 
BROWN could be worked out and that an issue should not be 
made of it. He said that he was proud of the youth activity 
in NY, and Philadelphia, and cited this x\rork as proof that 
the Party can be built. He supported the THOMPSON and 
POTASH reports on trade union activity and indicated that 
the Party should play a real role in the matter. 
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HALL closed his summary by expressing his 
confidence that this meeting had set the stage for future 
activity and that while all of the details had not been 
worked out the movement could be built. 

All of the matters to be voted upon were combined 
in one resolution accepting HALL's report, requiring that 
the report be published and sent to the various districts 
and requiring that a message be sent to HENRY WINSTON in 
Russia reporting the progress of the conference. 

The meeting was terminated with a period of 
silence in memory of GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT who died recently. 
Those individuals listed above were present at the Sunday 
session except AGNES WILLIS, LENNY LEVINSON, JESUS and CLARA 
COLON. 

During the course of the conference, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, 
in response to a question, toldALONZO GUYTON that this 
three day meeting was a national conference and that another 
national conference would be held in September.

"A masting of the Bis trie t Committee, CP, SOD 
opened its two day session on Friday, at 8s 00 p,m<>, 
August 3rd, 1962, at. the Eark Manor, 607 S* Western Ave o, 
Los Angeles, BOROEHY HEALEY chaired the meeting. She 
announced a one point agendas ff "S?h® Elections . * 

"CAL GOODMAN read the document ^ent it led ? The 
California Selections* by * A Political Observer ' aloud 
While? copies were distributed to 'ail members of the 
Committee o 

"DOROTHY HEALEY then made a report on mass work and 
election activities which covered the following main points: 

,? l) 9?hat issues are important for purposes 
of development of mass consciousness and can also be utilized 
as instruments, for organization of the. masses for activities 
abound candidates and fighting for legislation, etc As an 
example she pointed to the California ©emooratic Council 
(GDC) resolution at its i960 Fresno Conference * on Red China 
and urged that sucli m&terial be utilized in overall, work 
around peace • 

"2) Sh§ verbally chastised STAMY MQSK for 
"? capitulation to "the ultra right* in signing and 'answering 
the 'questionnaire circulated by the\Calif o.rbia anti- 
conpunist league and', pointed out 'that several other democrats 
had also received endorsement^ by this group « 

"3) She* spoke at length on the question' of 
the trade unions- and the heed to develop a fight -around 
issues arid the flections ,in the .labor movement in order to 
combat tfie reactionary alliance of some top labor officials- 
in. the AFLM3I0 with the machine' politicians of the iDemocratic 
Party such as Unruho 
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"Further on the question, of the unions.* DOROTHY 
HEALEY urged full support of- the announced APL-CTO 
organizing drive in Southern .California becuase the 
unions are a. class force arid the most important allies 
in the struggle for .progress • She pointed out that many 
trade unions and trade union, leaders have made- statements 
of warning about the ultra -right ,and these- statement 
should pe utilized with" the rank and file union membership. 
In this regard she characterized this recognition of the danger 
from the ultra right as extremely important because it 
stems, from a .working class movement and can serve, to 
mobilize the ' working class in the fight' against the' ultra 
right. 

"4) She stressed the neisd to win the. trade 
unions,, in the fight as allies of the' Negro and Mexlcian 
.American struggles ; in the, electoral field ,f or 
Mhority representation and in the economic field for 
Sobs and upgrading. 

"5) She pointed out that fringe benefits fought 
for by the unions;' such as medical care* etc. must be tied 
in with political action. 

"6) She outlined as instruments in the fight 
the following? 

• ,f a)' utilization of mass material such as 
resolutions of CDC, trade unions* and other mass 
organizations. 

"b) utilization of publications of unions* etc. 

"c) full use of the PW in mass organizations of 
all types.., 

"d) use. of pamphlets, for mass education. 
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"She cl.psed her. report with a plea, for a, 'crusade 
for knowledge and organization.' 

"The. report was followed toy discussion .with a 
ten minutes limit set for each speaker". First speaker 
was CAL GOODMAN who spoke' on the need to understand the 
stage of • economic crisis We are facing. 

"PIERRE MANDEL spoke- on the election experiences 
in his. area and stated for the first time, he '.could "find 
himself in. agreement with a report by DOROTHY HEALEY.' 

"FANNY . GOL0S spoke on the Francis Amendment 
and the heed to defeat it. 

"SOPHIE SILVER spoke On the role of COPE in. the trade 
unions and the need to strengthen our political work 
in the unions.

', -Saturday session of the, District Committee 

m «^igS was' held at 10:00 p. in-, at- the" City Terrace Cultural 
Center on City Terrace Drive* East Los lAngeles. The session 
wjas chaired by BILL TAYLOR, who introduced BOB THOMPSON as" • 
the speaker. " ' 
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v "THOMPSON opened his Remarks with the. comment 
that he had been recruited to the. . Party in California. 
He stated that- the impact of . California . action in the 
coming elections would 'have - national import > especially 
as relates, to the defeat of .NIXON,, the defeat if proposition 
24 (the, Francis Amendment) and the defeat-- of the Bir.chers « 
generally ahd.JBhe fight for Negro and Mexican American 
representation i' ' • 

"He. stated that one of , the major problems we 
haye is the .weakness of our Party in the ' union movement, 
and : especially our lack of. contact or influence in COPE. 
He also, $ trussed the problems created by the rift which 
exists between the trade unions and the ' Negro arid Mexican 
American forces in political ''life. 

"The major portion pf his remarks centered 
"on the Party. He stated that a. fresh potential exists 
for the Party as of result of the Party's emergence from 
factionalism and dissention which have torn it apart 
the past several years , but with this new potential we 
also have "several problems; one of these is the need to 
develop a hew approach to differences on policy questions 
in the Party; He stressed the heed to develop an atmosphere 
in the Party which would be , conducive to the expression of 
such differences, but that this is difficult because of t.h6 
existence of * scars 1 which w$re created during the long 
period, of internal; strife in the Party, He stated '.that these 
r scars 1 haVe .produced a~ lack of creativity in theory 
and in forms of struggle and of organization and that this 
has to be chahgpd. He urged 'that r rbutihe-ism ff be eliminated 
and. internal debate encouraged* He stressed that ways 
must be found/ to resolve differences of positions .after debate 
Has tajkien place*, and, stressed that the nature of the 
differences* today is 'around, analyses of tactic in mass work 
primarily . 

"THOMPSON also stressed the necessity of restoring 
in the Party good morale fc and confidence the capacity of the 
Party to make a contribution and he underscored the role of 
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"leadership in this regard, starting with the position 
that while we have both successes and shortcomings how 
we handle both will determine the morale of the Party; 
he urged accenting the positive achievements e.g. the 
Strength ©f the Party in the face of the McOarran Act 
Supreme Court decision; the initiative the Party showed 
in pinpointing the ..emergence of "the ultra right and its. 
dangers; .and then going 'on to differentiate among the 
various elements and trends in the bourgeoisie "and in 
the KEMIEDT' [administration "in the building ' of . the Anti- 
monopoly coalition-. He pointed out the leadership given 

"by thei .Party in [analyzing the economic problems in the 
U. S.. arising .from' cold war policies and program. He 
outlined the growing influence Of the Party in the 
student; movement and the .efforts of the Party to 
develop and consolidate the alliance between the trade 

' unions and the Negro movement, and he outlined the 
analysis, the Party has made of the growing Negro upsurge, 

"THOMPSON also outlined the problems in the 
Party today arid stated our major weakness is in the field 
of trade union work.. This Jtie said, was due to several" 
factors, among them the objective difficulties 'such as 
v the fact that the trade union leadership inhibits.' the 
development of rank and file action; but in addition 
the fact that the Gommunist Party "has turned away from 
trade union concentrate, on and this has resulted in a petty- 
bourgeois approach to 'union activities by much" of the Party. - 
We must establish a new level, of work and " concentration in the 
grades union movement. As examples of progress in the trade 
'unions: themselves, THOMPSON pointed out the fight for the ' 
shorter work week; statements against the ultra -right; the 
! unfreezing ' of certain attitudes in the unions sudh as f 
opening a fight against the KENNEDY wage -freeze program and. 
the strengthening of international ties. THOMPSON. urged that 
Party forces take a hold of these existing trends and 
attitudes and develop a program- to deepen the content of these 
programs> etc. 
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"He stressed the need for support and 
. assistance jid the forthcoming organizing drive of 
"the AE"L CIO in Los Angeles and the elimination 
of the. approach .of total criticism of trade union 
leadership as ' an excuse not to fight in the unions . 
He urged the development of United fronts of 
prpgressives and others in the unions' beyond a simple 
trade union program - and the development and 
building of new"- forms of cooperation. 

■ ."THOMPSON then went on to the question of 
( Party building and recruitings which he said was decisive 
in bringing- 'new blood* into the Party and Warned that unless 
this is done the Party will compound its present problems 
and. difficulties . He attacked the rationalization that 
•this is not the time* to*, recruit' and said in some areas 
recruiting is already under way. He recommended concentration 
in recruiting in' three fields : 

"l) Youth - and commented on the upsurge 
„©? action among the youth , and the opportunities opening 
for Party work among the youth. He said new organizational 
forms must be developed and said in some areas classes 
on Marxism have been recruited as a class and made into, 
a Party club; in other areas youth can be set up as special 
sedtions or commissions. 

"2) Mexican American and Negro - especially 
working class elements in the trade unions . His announced 
that BEN DAVIS will make a tour later in the. year -for the 
purpose of stimulating recruiting in this field. 

"3) trade unionists - in areas where the Party 
already has contacts artd relationships or can establish 
such contacts.

12:30 at which time there would he a l#nch break. 
He- stated that extended time would he given to the 
first speaker * MBMMY SHARKS, 

"NEW SPARKS, spoke on the need to get 
clarity on some ba's£c approaches in the campaign 
for the' November elections as follows? 

,"l) Both the Democratic arid Republican 
Parties are .parties of imperialism arid both are", 
set' lap for the purpose of inf ormirig people of what 
the bourgeoisie wants. them to kriow. Therefore' these 
parties are not' parties of principle but arenas of 
struggle because of the internal "differences of 
position ;Lri each party, as for example the struggle, 
in the Republican Party around the ultra right as 
opposed to the position of the moderates, ani the same 
struggle though riot so pronounced is taking place 
internally in the Democratic Party. SPARKS stressed 
that the important thing is the social base of each 
Party, wifch the Democrats having the majority of 
working class arid minority people, and therefore being 
the most decisive of the two. He outlined the role of 
communists to be the development of issues and the 
establishment of relationships with all the organizations 
of the people, Such as the CDS. 

"On the CDC, he stressed that there are two 
problems; 1) the role of CBC when the Democrats 
are in power* and 2) the relationship of GDC to labor 
and' the minorities. He warned about feelings of discourage- 
ment and cynicism when political wheels in the Democratic 
Party turn their backs on programs they have agreed to 
fight for and that we' can't take our marbles and go home 8 
when things don't go the. way We want them to,- because 
the Democratic Party, like the Republican Party, is not 
a party of principle .

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. "He stressed the. importance of the Asimbmar 
conference , of CDG- which is coming up soon, and urged 
the following Concentration: 

"1) go all out for the election of .BROWN 
and the defeat of NIXON, 

2) on candidates like MOSK and CHARLIE 
WiLLSON, don't bother. He' suggested the' following 
three main concentration activities 1 

' "1) Defeat NIXON 

"2) Guarantee, the election of ROYBAL 
"3) Defeat the FrMUcis Amendment • 

"GHMUIENE MITCHELL was the final speaker 
before, the lunch break. Shs spoke oh the importance 
of minority representation and outlined the Farreir 
campaign in Watts; said the fight in the 55th itf&&. ' 
on a different level because there would be twdV Negro 
candidates! and the question was .whether >the Bemocrat 
or the!- Republican would best setfve the intersts of. the 
Bistriet; the 'need, to become acquainted with the Ne.grb 
press and participate in the minority struggles taking 
place in all mass organizations j and the fact tlBt the' 
Party must emerge as a .Party > not just as individuals 
working in mass organisations in the Negro conimunity 
for recruiting to be effective* 

"The meeting was adjourned at ,12's20 for lunch * 
and I left at that time since nothing for the afternoon 
was scheduled except more floor discussion ♦ Present

LIGHTPOOT characterized the Negro movement as having 
tremendous vitality and mass character, , but was weakened by 
the concept of 'go.it alone* without seeking allies from the 
labor movement and the white community. He commented that

5f ttzi ne ln the Commun3 -st Party and that this was a matter 
SL£ 7 concern - He said we must prove that the" Communist 
225 ? 5 necessary to the Negro Liberation movement. He 
examined the concept that 'Negro's can't add to the burden 
Sf^Srf bla . ck '- the burden of being red', and said it must be

"LIGHTPOOT- stated that the. main problem is that 
tnere is no comprehensive understanding of the read to 
f?! 28* n ° ? P ellln S out of the' consecutive steps 'necessary 
SS«5?££ eV ! J? 0 ** 0 ? 1 ! conces sions but a basic solution to the 
problem>; and stated that this is where our Party comes' in. 
He warned that we must not fall into the trap of placing the 
o? n w??* Q? ^ e I^ r ° lifo . e ^tion movement outside the context 
01 reality and that we must understand that the power of 
Negro action alone is capable of winning concessions, but not 
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capable of finding a fundamental solution. Also, that the 
success of the movement is dependent, upon, national and 
international situations, as for exampel' the existance of a 
strong Soviet Union, and the colonial liberation movements 
throughout the world. 

"LIGHTFOOT stated that it was the responsibility 
of the Communists to help spell out strategy and step by 
step tactics to win full freedom* for the Negro people; that 
we must recruit arid build the Communist Party as part of this 
struggle. 

"LIGHTFOOT spent considerable time on the question 
of trade unions and the relationship of the Negro American' 
Labor Council (NALC). He cited the problems of developing 
NALC and urged that if there is any effort to break up NALC 
we must remain in both groups; NALC and whatever new group 
is .set up. He urged a fight in all unions to support the 
demands of Negro workers for upgrading, hiring, etc. and 
for posts of leadership in the. unions, and cited the good 
work done in this field- by the left -led unions. He urged 
strengthening of the -ties between the Negro commission of 
the Party and the trade union commission. 

"LIGHTFOOT 's final point was on the Party itself 
and the urgent need, to build the Party by recruiting and 
a fight against liquidatibnism. He warned we must stop 
downgrading our Party and stated that the attacks against 
our. Party have weakened the Negro struggle. He urged 
cessation of the position that there' is ho need for the Party 
because of the upsurge of the Negro peoples movement and 
to stop rationalizing against Party building and- recruiting. 
He' urged a fight against white- chauvinism in the* Party. He 
proposed a recruiting drive as suggested by the National 
Committee, to recruit 50 Negroes in the coming period* and 
stated "BEN, DAVIS will be in Los Angeles at a later time and 
will talk with potential recruits. His final warning 
was: 'Remember that the red scare works when the reds don't.' 
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"His. remarks were supplemented by BOB 
THOMPSON who- spoke on the problems of . maintaining 
Party clubs in some- 'areas and the, need to fight 
against: the Bixicrats and commended the PW for a 
recent editorial, on Medicare,. THOMPSON also urged 
close ties between the trade union commission and the 
Negro commission to facilitate, and strengthen work . 
in the struggle 'for Negro rights. He urged full "support 
to the AFL-OTO organizing drives in the deep south and 
in Los Angeles'.- 

"Following these- remarks the meeting was opened 
for discussion,, and the. following' spoke;. 

"JIM GRAY spoke on -the problems of the NALC 
in Los Angeles . 

"CHARLENE MITCHELL criticized white labor' 
leaders for failure to attend a reception for RANDOLPH 
when he. was in this . city not long ago* 



I spoke on White chauvenism and 



the need to fight .against it in the Party. 

"ELSIE MONJAR spoke on community developments 
around integrated housing and urged a district wide 
meeting to consider the problem. 

"PETE. PERRY spoke on t;he need for research 
on red baiting and its relationship to the fight for 
Negro rights and urged ELSIE MONJAR 'to take this on 
as a project. 
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(spoke on the need for one central 

task in whicn ail comrades could participate in the 
fight for Negro rights;"
